Native Money>Lenders, Make 
Modem Profiteers Look 
Small. 



A graphical description of the ap- 
palling conditions existing all over 
the huge country of India was given 
to a small group of students at 
Btrathcona Hall last night, , at a,bout 
eight o'crock, by Mr. 0. S. Stanch- 
field. The latter, who has spoken 
before the Canadian Club and Rotary 
Club on the condition of banking in 
the rural districts of India, is visiting 
the city under the ausplces.^f the 
Y.M.C.A. Ho is responsible for the 
system of rural banking now in oper- 
ation in the villages of that large and 
populous possession of Great Britain, 
the object of which is to rescue the 
agricultural element in India, which 
includes nine-tenths of the popula- 
tion, from the grasp of the Mo- 
hammedan money-lenders. 

Mr. Stanchfield illustrated the 
economic condition in India by com- 
paring the annual output lu milk of 
the average Indian cow with that of 
a oommoi) French pa»ture-cow. The 
former gives about ;1, 000 pounds of 
milk a year, while the latter gives 
anywhere ,:rpm ■ 5,000. 10 1.2,00.0 
piounds in the same period, Numerous 
problems -.confront the social. -worker 
ln'iiD'(ila,,but all those w-hioA face the' 
people of India arc caused by ^ lack 
of a true Christian religion, whether 
they be economic or social. Two very 

and tbe4ack of good. Christian homes 
for the younger genftratlon of the 
country. The former eouditipo- was 

nearly always due to the IncTt of 
Christianity, while the latter _ was 
wholly due to this cause. 
. Mr. Stanchfield then went Into a 
very vivid ' account of the home life 
of the average Indian laborer. The 
country Is covered by a vaât number 
of small villages, about 750,"oo5 in alii 
Most of the houses in these commun!-- 
tics are about ten or twelves-feet 
square, in which, live, the mastor.301! 
the house along with as many other.» 
of the family as can be cr.o^iled. into, 
the small place. A hollow takes up 
about a third of the floor space, 
which acts as a stable for horses, 
cows, chickens, pigs or other animals 
which belong to the farmer. There 
Is absolutely no sanitary system In 
most of the villages, and the popula- 
tion Is uneducated. It was found that 
only one boy in eleven attended 
school, and but one girl In a hundred., 
One boy In twenty-five, 'and one girl 
in two hundred and fifty, ever learned 
to read or write. . . -

of Madras, and yet there are 262

The numiier of doctorates conferred 
for research is very small and the 
unlrersity, therefore, is practically an 
insMtutlop with one degree- Since-'' 
^tha, hpnora system with its careful 
gradations ns known in England docB' 
not exist, there is little opportunity 
of sifting students according to tholr: 
ability ^qnd' attainments, and this ap- 
pears to act as 3 clog upon the efforts 
of the best ' and most inspiring 
tpachprB.

UNIVERSITY FOR 
LANDS ON PACIFIC 

Great Interest Being Taken 
in a Central Instiiiition. 



3'be first stci) toward the estab- 
liibment of a centrally located educa- 
Jpnal institutluj. ot a higher sort for 
îlie benefit of young men and women 
from all lands bordering on the 
Taclflc, was taken recently iu Hpno-; 
lulu, when the department of the 
atlorne.v-general approved a charier 
for the incorporation of the Pan- 
Pacific University. The Incorporo- 
luri: arc: Alexander Hume Fo;^. 
. "jc-ictary of the Pan-paciflc Union; 
Goorge Deniaon, of the Oaim' Railway 
& Land Compa'ny; U. Howard Hitch- 
cock, tho artist; Vaughan Mac- 
L'aujjhey, supeiinttudent of public in- 
struction; Oi. Iga Mori, JapauesQ 
educator; C. K. Ai, Chiuesçfliiapçler, 
and William R. Castle, attorney and 
linoDcier. ■ ' ■ 

It Is sUted ill the charter that It 
Is proposed to cslablisli a university 
with courses in English, mathematics, 
literature, engineering hygiene,, mu- 
nicipal management, civil govern- 
ment, political economy, commerce, 
I Pacific languages, and other courses 
i^li for the welfare of mankind in tho 
Pacific. In connection with the in- 
stitution it is also proposed to estab- 
lish a Pan- Pacific commercial mu- 
tuuni, agricultural and horticultural 
exhibits, art collections, eduoaUqnal 
fcxhiblis, circulating Jlbrarie^, . and 
c'allections of motion picture films 
and slides which will be used for 
educational purposes. 

Plans for the establisbinant of a 
Pan-Pacific university b'a\i been 
growing for several years. Recently 
Fr-tbo Pan-Pacific Union began the 
nucleus of a Pan-Pacific Coinhïerclal 
Museum and began,tho outline for a 
Pan-Paclfio CommeVciii^i College. 
These ideas were taken -.up later by 
the University of Hawaii. Tlicsa will 
l>e either left with the university, or 
its co-operatlou asked and aid glTcn 
by the Pan-Pacific University. 
It is expected that the work of the 
^proposed university will begin in the 
Labor camps on all of the Islands of 
the Hawaiian group, for the Institu- 
tion, according to its charter, is to be 
one which will send its instructors to 
the students Instead of asking the 
students to come to the Instructors. 
/The appointment or a board of re- 
gents to manage the institution will 
lie with the incorpora tors and Dr. 
Paul S. Relnsch, former Ambassador 
to China and now adviser to the 
Chinese Government, has been cn- 
^agod to nominate a head for the unl- 
•tersity.

*'No_ man," said the speaker, 'îwill 
evergaiin knowledge truly if lie is not 
reverent." A physician cannot do 
his best, who, after be has found out 
much scientific knowledge' &incerning 
the human body, has no reverence for 
the mysteries which surround human 
nature; neither can a lawyer, me- 
chanic or the representative of any 
profession achieve the higl^est pos- 
sible a,ttainmeuts in his ''iirofies9|on 
unless there be a great reverence for 
the vocation, of h)s choice. ' "On the 
other hand," continued the speaker, 
"an impoverished conception of God 
will make an impoverished people." 
"The next step in tbp Ecji^ippient for 
Service was salf-respeçt. Here Dr. 
Shatfprd took pu mpre ' pf • a'^cpnver- 
satlonal tone.- and in many- ways de- 
lighted the students present by iiis 
timely remarks. The third step was 
asBlmllatton; and the fourth, sym- 
pathy. Reference was mode, -when 
speaking pf sympathy, to - Charles 
Dickens, who, in order to understand 
men, went and lived In the Eadt End 
of London. An exhortation was made 
to every student to seek after the 
fourfold equipment for service which 
is esEpntial to every legitimate pro- 
fession, and to every, m^n who pro- 
poses to make the world lietter. 

Canon Shatford's very fluent and 
instructive message will dwell for 
many days In tho hearts of those 
whose privilege it was to listen.

the Russians proljosed a conférence in 
London between thomselves and the 
Entente powers: Fraiice agreed to 
this, provided thé Polish Peace would 
be settled «atlsfactorlly flrst-before 
anything else wt* gode Into; ' Alean- 
whlle, the Russians continued to ad 
vanco, and on the 4th ot'August they 
we're told that if tUer took advantage 
of thé delay In the negotiations, the 
British and French 'Wotiia have to In 
tervene, as they had threatened toido 
In the former note. The French soon 
afterwards gave their navy"thelr
